GONE JO REST 

EDWARD J. FOX PASSED AWAY 
LAST EVKNiNU AFTER YEARS OF 
IliyALIBISH-Mlf OF HOTED 
PIORIBB PABBH TB. 

Edward Jefferson Fox jjaHHcd away 
at 8:80 Tueaday evening in lh\g city 
aftar yeara of InvalMlam and long- 
borne Buffcrlnn, rauHcd by rluMimatlsm 
which' hud afflicted him fur over forty 
yeara. 

"Judge Fox," as he was known to 
his relatives and friends, was born at 
the old homestead near Dover, on 
April 6, 1839, and waa in hia aeventy- 
seventh year at the time of hia death 
He was the youngest son of a family of 
thirtaan ohlldren born to his parents, 
Arthur Fox and Lnerttia Taylor IV>s, 
one of the noted pl<maar famlllaa of 
Mason county. 

Cradled In luxury, "Ned" Fox grew 
up, a spoiled and petted youth, and 
when the age of manhood came he 
was unchanged and remained un- 
changed up to the very hour of hia de- 
parture from thia life. 

However, he had one accom- 
Itlishment which the very heavens 
nl>oTa aeemad to bave andowed him 
with. He was a very genius in play- 
ing the violin and thousands whom he 
charmed with the melody of hia aweet- 
ly drawn notes can hear them now 
when memory re-harps them to the 
ear. 

"Ned" FOX loved fun, the fair sex 
and muale; all other thing* la Ufa ware 

(troBH coinnionplaoa aad gloomy to bis 
peculiar mind. 
Now that hia body la a mere lump 

of clay and his gentle, if singular, soul 
is now soaring and singing In the ce- 
lestial choir, will not the Maker of all 
things add to the tiarmony of heaven 
the more than sweet and pathetic 
niusie of liis violin? 

Mr. Fox never married, but no Indi- 
vidual In tha large circle in which he 
lived ever had more "sweethearta" 
than he. It Is said of "Nod" Fox that 
"he fell la love with evory pretty girl 
he aaw." It waa merely a weakness 
with him. 

Of all bis large number of brothers 
and slatera only two now aurvive, Mra 
Hannah C. Curran, of thia city, and 
.Mrs. I4 C Anderson, of Dover. He 
leaves relatives by the hundreds and 
countleaa frienda. who will think of 
him ns they knew him when his magic 
Angers wrought such strains as touch- 
ed the vary chorda of tha heart ami 
soul. 

The remaina will be taken to Dover 
this afternoon and to tiie hoini' of liis 
sister, Mra. Anderaon, where they will 
lie until Thuraday afternoon at 1 
o'clock, at which hour the funeral 
services will be conducted by Itev. 
James H. Fielding, raetor of the 
Church of the Nativity, thia city,* of 
which Mr. Fox many yeara ago became 
a communicant. Duriai in the old Fox 
cemetery near Dover, baaida hia par- 
fnta.

On Tueaday mornlnc, September 7, 
at 8:80, all of the aehools in the olty 

will bf'pln the FCHwion of IIUR-K). All 
of the bulUltnga are being put ia sani- 
tary oondttlon by the Janitors. The 
walls of the KirBt District building 
havf! bocii tiiitod throURhout and the 
outside woodwork of that building, the 
High School building and the Sixth 
IVard building baa been glren a freah 
coat of paint. All the Interior wood- 
work has b^en scrubbed with dlaintec- 
untt, ataartng the patitm* that the 

bulldlnKB nil over the city ftN DtAt In 
appearance and sanitary. 
To MT« pftrtata and oUldrea the 

embarrassment of bping pent away 
from the school building, all children 
should report at the school building in 
the district in which they live. We 
were eonslderabty crowded in the For- 
est avenue and Center hulldlnps last 
year because of some violating this 
rule, and for that reason we are go- 

InK to HkUIIv enforce this ml*. The 
diBtricts are aa follows: 

First District— Extends from elty 
limits to Patton alley. 

Second District— Extends from Pat- 
ton alley to Limestone creelt. 

Third District— Ektends from Lime- 
stone creek to Wood street. 

Fourth niBtrk t— Extends from Wood 
street to city limits. 

Miss Dodson, the former seventh 
grade teacher having resigned. Miss 
Minna dray has been transferred to 
the Heventh grade work; Miss Opal 
Baugh has been made principal of tlie 
iSllxth Ward building; Miss Mary R. 
Loyd. tliird nnd fourth grades, and 
Miss Florence Wilson, fifth and sixth 
grades. In the Center building; Miss 
Emma Dehold, third and fourth 
grades in the First District buildlnp. 

As Miss Heboid Is the latent addition 
to the graded school faculty, I feel 
that I ahould make the following state- 
ment concerning her: Miss Dehold 
graduated from our High School June, 
1914, having made high averages in 
her work throuRhout the Uifih School 
course. Soon after her graduation 
she spent the entire summer in teach- 
er-training work at State Normal, 
Richmond. Ky. Last winter she was 
tbe assistant teacher for Miss Jessie 
O. Yancey at Orangeburg. Soon after 
completing her year's work she took 
the city examination, making a flrst- 
elass certificate, which is rather unu- 
sual (or young teachers. At the be- 
ginning of the summer sesBlon of the 
State Normal, she asain enrolled, talt- 
iUR that course all summer. When 
Miss Dodson resigned, we were Com- 
pelled to cast about for another teach- 
er and, owing to the ahove-mentioned 
tacts. Miss Debold was elected. I am 
stating this, realising that there is 
truth in tho sayinp, "A prophet is not 
without lionor, save in his own coun-

London. August 81.— While reports 

fiom tho eastern war theater, embrac- 
ing tbe region from Courland to south- 
eastern Oalioia, indicate that the Ger- 
mans and Austriaas are still pressing 
the Russians -hard in combat or tena- 
ciously lollowing them in retreat, mil- 
itary observers here are hoping that 
the approaching equtnoetlal asa s o n will 

limit the further forward movement of 
the Teutons and force them to be con- 
tent with the fruits of thctir paat sue 
c( sses as th« wtatar season tails upon 

them. 

Both Berlin and Vienna lay emphasis 
on the sUtement that Field Marshall 
Von llindenberg's forces along the 
Dvina river in Courland have renewed 
tbelr activities which were brought to 
a sudden halt recently with the suc- 
cess of the Russians In holding Riga, 
aq a menace to Von llindenberg's rear 
In the southwestern Russia In the 
BrcBt-T,ltovBk region, the Austrians 
and Germans are chiefly concerned 
In driving Grand Duke Nicholas' 
armies further into tho Pripet marahes 
evidently with the purpose of repeat 
Ing the early success of the Germans 
In tbe Masurian lake region of Baat 
Prussia. 

To the northwest In the sector lying 
only a short distance to tho east of 
the Bast Prussian frontier, Berlin re- 
i>ortB an advance of the Teutons and 
the capture of the town of Lipsk, ly- 
ing Just to the west of the fortress of 
Grodno, upon which the aims of the 
Germans now tire evidently centered. 
CUf Napoleon Nemesis. 

With the opening of the autumn 
months tha military ohoenrers are dl 

recting atttBtiOtt to the fact that the 
Itussian equtnoetlal storms are due to 
begin. They aasert that they are the 
danger limit to military operations in 
the eastern field. It Is recalled by some 
of these observers that the equinox 
marked the turning point In the Na- 
poleonic campaign. The first warning 
was light snowfall, preceding the equi- 
nox, but soon afterward heavy snows 
fell and with them eame dtsaster to 
.N'apoleon. 

Desperate fighting continues in the 
Dardanelles and in the vicinity of the 
spot where the British recently made 
their landing. The Turkish reports 
elaitn the recapture by the Ottoman 
forces of allied trenches with heavy 
allies eaaualtles. These claims, how- 
ever, have not been conceded by Oreat 
Britain. 

The military operations in the west- 
ern field have been confined to trench 
fighting. On the Austro-Itallan front 
the Italians claim that their forces are 
slowly advancing norihward.

Kngllsh gold and American seouri- 
lU B to the amount of 146,000,000 were 
on hand to help redeem the pound 
sterling from ita lowest recorded de- 
preciation. 

The pound Hterling dropped a CSnt 
and a half more in value. 

New low values of the pound sterl- 
ing have become a matter of daily oc- 
currence. For the past five business 
days new records have barn aatablish- 
ed each day. Today it was set at $4.- 
61, 26 centft bejpw normal. There were 
no indications at the close of busi- 
ness today that the end of the slump 
was In sight 

In ilH downward plunge, sterling 
carried with it all conUnental ex- 
change except Russian rubles. In 
which dealings were said to he cv- 
tremcly light. Tills money showed uu 
Improvement over Saturday, rising 
from S4.26 to 34.50. %tancs went to 
6.02 and lires dropped to 6.62. Oer- 
Miaii reidismarka fell to 80.78. 

With the markets thoroughly de- 
moralised, no one in high banking cir- 
cU'H careil to venture an explanation 
or a forecast. Uepresentatives of half 
a dosen big hanking houses said they 
were not interested in tho latest fig- 
ures. This was taken to mean that 
they had virtually (jjeased to deal in 
foreign exchange for the time being. 
There was no method of determining 
the amount of business that was done 
in sterling, but there is every indica- 
tion that a large quantity of bills had 
lieen presented here against European 
hiiyera and that this bad forced rates 
down. 



The Moutossori movement, consid- 
ered by many a radical departure 
from traditional educational methods, 
is reviewed by Miss Anne B. George 
in the annual report of the U. 8.

ture mind. "Out of such experiments 
and the environment that Dr. Mont- 
essori establishes," dcclarea Mlas 
George, "sbe confidently expects 
others to bring fresh facts, and to 
build up the content of acientiflc ped 
agogy through a method of research, 
limited by no pwionality, allied sole 
ly to human batnga #1m davalep In 
liberty." 

Aa an instance of the crystallisation 

o? sentiment and effort in connecUon 
with the Montessori movement, Miss 
George describes the organlzationin 
May, 1913. at Waahlngton. of tbe.Mont- 
ossorl Bducational Association, form- 
ed "to promote and develop in America 
the educ|iUonal movement based on 
the principles and thaortaa of Dr 
.Montessori, and to asalst In tho es- 
tablishment and maintMiaea of schools 
for ohil(fren and aohoola of observation 
and practice conducted according to 
these principles." This aasoclaUon

Waahinpfon, August HI -Tlio poacli 
cToi) of the country will amount this 
year, it ie estimated, to more than 
nrty-elght million butbela. With the 
application of more aclentifle methods 
the crop has incrcamd greatly In re- 
pent yeara' and the peach grower is 
now confronted with problems of mar 
ki'tini; rallitT tlian of proilucl ion. OW' 
ing to their perishable nature peaches 
are nnnsually dtfllenlt to dispose of 
without I0F8, and Rood di8tril)ution is 
essential to prevent the glutting of 
some markets while scarcity and bigb 
prices prevail elsewhere. 

In order to facilitate the proper 
distribution the I'nlted States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has Just publish' 
ed the results of a study of the move- 
luriit of till' peach crop in 1914. Geor- 
Ria. it was found, ships practctally 
double tbe anotmt of any other state, 
J. 803 carloads conilnR from there In 
1M4. California, Washington, Ohio, 
Michigan and Colorado follow witb 
shipments of between two and three 
thousand cars. The other states bring 
the total to tliirty thousand cars. 

In handling this vast crop there is 
no uniformity in packing or grading. 
A ehnngo in this respect, it is said, 
would result in a higher level of 
prices, for bigb-grade fnilt can almost 
always be disposed of. Another recom 
mendation is that dealers in the 
smaller towns co-operate in buying 
peaches by the carload and in push 
ing their sale. 

The publication already mentioned, 
Bulletin No. 29S. contains in addition 
to statistics OB the movement of tbe 
(Top. a map Bliowing the peach areas 
and a graphic calendar showing the 
duration of tbe ahl^lag nww In 
each state.
